Question: I liv e in an old house, 
with doors and trim in mahogany.

Such is the re­ 
sult of his training, such is the 
nature, the character, of the av er­ 
age realtor. 
He is thoughtful 
first of his client’s welfare, sec­ 
ond of his compensation.

Here to Serv e District; 
Pro cess Ex pla ined 


Finding in this area a field for a 
termite control organization, the 
E. L. Bruce company of Memphis, 
Tenn., ha^ authorized the Ter­ 
minix Company of Southern Cali­ 
fornia to open an office in Santa 
Ana at 515 N. Main street, ac­ 
cording to an announcement to­ 
day. This office will take care of 
termite insulations in Santa Ana, 
Anaheim, Fullerton, Huntington 
Beach, Balboa, Newport, and sur­ 
rounding districts. 
Tl^ E. L. Bruce company, world's 
largest, manufacturer of hardwood 
floorings, which has been located 
in Memphis for the last 50 years, 
establishes a laboratory at its 
plant 
and 
employed 
research 
chemists to experiment and de­ 
v elop a chemical for wood pres­ 
erv ation and termite eradication. 
"Gov ernment 
research engin­ 
eers,” 
said 
the 
announcement, 
“had prov en and had issued bulle­ 
tins to the effect that creosote 
sprayed on wood was only surf­ 
ace treatm ent and could not be 
expected to hav e any degree of 
permanence or to hav e any effect 
if used after the wood was already 
infested with decay or termites. 
"The termite inv estigations com­ 
mittee composed of entomologists 
and zoologists, including Profes­ 
sor Kofoid of the Univ ersity of 
California, after years of research, 
issued bulletins against the use of 
arsenic in any form whatsoev er 
in treatm ent or wood or soil as a 
termite prev entiv e. 
"Their reason was the arsenic 
hazard in fires, and the liberation 
of arsine gas because of termite 
association with certain fungi (dry 
rot), and the slow increase of ar­ 
senic in the human body to a 
toxic or lethal dose. 
"After years of research, the de­ 
partment of agriculture issued the 
statement that there was no such 
thing as a gov ernment formula for 
termites'.” 
Bruce chemists, the announce­ 
ment said, dev eloped a, chemical, 
non-poisonous 
to humans, 
and 
method of application that would 
prev ent destruction of homes by 
termites. This method is so satis­ 
factory th at the Sun Insurance 
company issues a policy on all sub­ 
terranean termite work done un­ 
der this method as a guarantee 
for a period of fiv e years. 
In recent years kalotermes or 
drywood termites hav e inv aded 
this section of the country and are 
increasing rapidly. The most de­ 
structiv e of all termites, they 
need no direct moisture to sur­ 
v iv e. They abound in dead limbs 
of trees and are found in walls, 
floors and attics of buildings, their 
presence being indicated by small 
pellets which drop from the tim­ 
bers as they are being destroyed. 
Although surface examination of 
such timbers discloses little or no 
damage, termite experts quickly 
discov er the rav ages of the pest. 
"Arsenical powders hav e and are 
being dusted into small openings 
in the timbers in the hope the ter­ 
mites would be destroyed,” the 
announcement says. "ThL: meth­ 
od has been condemned by the ter­ 
mite inv estigations committee for 
reasons mentioned. 
"Continuous study of the kalo­ 
termes has prov en that the most 
efficient method of treating for 
this pest 
is 
by 
impregnation. 
Small holes are drilled into the 
timbers and Terminix is inject­

Now an y id eal is n ourish­ 
men t to the human spirit up to a 
certain poin t of actual practice. 
If on e tries to go beyon d th r : 
poin t on e meets grief. 
Religion is an id eal essen tial to 
the human spirit. 
We d o well 
when w7e teach a child to rever­ 
en ce God an d clin g to good . But. 
as soon as w7e try to go beyon d 
the child 's un d erstan d in g, beyon d 
his power of action , we w7eaken 
our teachin g an d d estroy our own 
cause. 
An d we harm the child , 
It is good to teach a child to 
d isregard his bod y. He is to kn ow 
that he d oes n ot live for it, n or 
by it, but he is also to learn that 
it houses his spirit, 
that 
God 
thought is worthy of His creation , 
an d that he is to reveren ce it ac 
cord in gly. It is a mistake, I be­ 
lieve, to teach child ren to d isre­ 
gard privacy in the exposure of 
their bod ies, 
especially 
in 
the 
presen ce of stran gers. It is carry­ 
in g a healthy id ea too far when 
on e un d resses a child in the pres­ 
en ce of stran gers.

HITLER’S SPEECH 
(Bo sto n Po st) 
The speech o f Ado lf Hitler in reply to President 
Ro o sev elt’s appeal fo r a 10-y ear peace g u arantee, al­ 
tho ug h it co ntained two distinct threats, did no t 
differ essentially fro m prev io us addresses g iv en by 
the German leader in the past few mo nths. 
It seemed to fo llo w a definite technique which 
has been o bserv able in his o ther public utterances, 
co nsisting o f a lo ng harang ue filled with v eiled 
alarms, bu t co ncluding with a mildness that g iv es 
real ho pe fo r the av o idance o f war. 
This speech, ho wev er, had mo re o f a lo g ical 
stru ctu re, and to o k up items o ne by o ne fo r ex pres­ 
sio n o f the Nazi po int o f v iew. As a lo g ical presen­ 
tatio n, it was pro bably the best address the Ger­ 
man Chancello r has made, ev en tho ug h disag ree­ 
ment with the arg u ment itself will be widespread. 
The anno uncement o f the junking o f the nav al 
treaty with Great Britain held an o mino us no te, 
bu t Germany was no t g iv ing that treaty much co n­ 
sideratio n lately , any way , and simply fo rmalized a 
fact References to Po land’s rejectio n o f the Ger­ 
man pro po sals may cause a shiv er in Euro pe, bu t 
the do o r was left o pen fo r peaceful discussio n o n 
that po int, to o .

D ISC R IM IN A TIO N A G A IN S T W O R K E R S 
The law that limits the nu mber o f ho urs that a 
man dare wo rk fo r an emplo y er is certainly the 
rankest kind o f discriminatio n ag ainst emplo y es. 
The law say s, in reality , that the man who do es 
no t hav e a business o f his o wn, dare o nly spend 
so many ho u rs a week adding to the wealth o f the 
wo rld wo rking fo r an emplo y er in o rder to g et 
what he needs. It makes no difference if the 
emplo y e is receiv ing mo re fro m the emplo y er than 
he can g et wo rking fo r himself o r any bo dy else in 
the wo rld, his ability to pro duce is limited by law. 
The same law permits the o wner to wo rk as many 
ho u rs as he cares to in o rder to g et what he wants 
and needs. 
Ho w can any bo dy ex plain the inco nsistency o f 
a law as discriminato ry ag ainst the emplo y e and 
the wo rker as this law is? 
It is simply o n the Statu te Bo o ks because o f mis- 
edu catio n spread by labo r unio ns, by theo rists and 
men who hav e nev er had any practical ex perience 
in actu ally pro ducing wealth. It is a direct resu lt 
o f« demag o g ery o n the part o f the po liticians and 
the so pho mo ric edu cato rs in o u r co lleg es. 
In the meantime, the emplo y e—the wo rking 
man—is the g o at, as well as the emplo y er. In fact, 
ev ery bo dy suffers fro m any law that retards free 
ex chang es o f labo r. 


by President Ro o sev elt when he made his appeal 
fo r the peace g uarantee, and it is readily taken up 
by Hitler in his reference to fears o f an inv asio n 
o f So uth American co untries. 
Aware, no do ubt, o f a co nsiderable feeling in 
the United States ag ainst inv o lv ement in Euro pean 
disputes, Hitler g iv es “an assurance reg arding tho se 
territo ries which wo uld g iv e President Ro o sev elt 
mo st cause fo r apprehensio n, namely , the United 
States itself and the o ther states o f the American 
co ntinent.” 
It is as much as if Hitler had said, "We assu re 
y o u definitely that we had no idea o f bo thering 
y o u and it is manifestly impo ssible fro m a military 
v iewpo int to inv ade y o u r co ntinent, so why do n’t 
y o u let u s alo ne?” 
A larg e part o f the speech was a discussio n o f 
the inju stices o f the Versailles treaty , which pro ­ 
v ides Germany with its stro ng est case. Thro u g ho u t 
the wo rld it is ag reed by thinking peo ple that mu ch 
o f the present turmo il in Euro pe can be traced di­ 
rectly to the iniquities o f the Versailles treaty . 
Unfo rtunately , Hitler has g o ne mo re than o ne 
step bey o nd his pro g ramme fo r repairing the dam­ 
ag e caused to Germany by that treaty , in his ab­ 
so rptio n o f o ther racial g ro ups. And it is also u n­ 
fo rtu nate that his actio ns do no t alway s co rrespo nd 
to his wo rds. 
Yet, despite ev ery thing o f ag g ressiv eness and 
bo astfulness in the speech, the o ne fact that stands 
o ut saliently and sig nificantly is the sug g estio n 
that Germany is willing to make ag reements with 
the o ther natio ns in an effo rt to reach 
a peaceful 
so lutio n o f the pressing pro blems that co nfro nt 
them. 
There will be tho se who read dire thing s into the 
speech and who will ado pt a pessimistic attitu de 
as a resu lt o f it. Bu t so lone as there is a possi­ 
bility o f reaching a co mmo n g ro u nd betw eeH a- 
tio ns, ev en by indiv idual agreements, there is con­ 
siderable hope for av oidance of a conflict which 
wo uld wreck the

initio n did Wilso n hav e fo r de­ 
mo cracy . 
Linco ln has g iv en us 
this: “A g o v ernment o f the peo ­ 
ple, by the peo ple, and fo r the 
peo ple.” 
W’e bo ast, o f co urse, 
that the U. S. is a demo cracy . Yet 
it seems, that it is fast beco ming 
a bu reau cracy and a plu to cracy . 
When we lo o k at Great Britain, 
we can no t po ssibly co nclude that 
it is a demo cracy . 
In the first 
place, the little islands called 
Eng land are g o v erned by a king , 
hereditary and no t elected by the 
peo ple; his parliament 
is 
the 
ho use o f lo rds and ho use o f co m­ 
mo ns. Lo rds and co mmo ns, hey ! 
ho ! 
A ho use o f lo rds in a de­ 
mo cracy . 
And then there is a 
small part o f Eng land, which fo r 
us a little repu blic with a presi­ 
dent elected by the peo ple, pro ­ 
testing ag ainst being g o v erned by 
an Eng lish king . 
This fact dis­ 
co unts Eng land fro m 
being 
a 
demo cracy , a g o v ernment o f the 
peo ple, by the peo ple and fo r the 
peo ple. 
The king o f Eng land is also the 
empero r o f India. Ho w o ften do 
the peo ple o f India ho ld an elec 
tio n to cho o se an empero r? Are 
they allo wed to cho o se a g o v ern­ 
ment fo r themselv es, o f, by and 
fo r the peo ple? Ho w is Mahatma 
Gandhi treated? 
Was it no t Great Britain which 
destro y ed the Bo er repu blic—a 
demo cracy ? 
To reco u nt all the British po s­ 
sessio ns o n the face o f the g lo be, 
and to sho w that mo st o f their 
inhabitants are g o v erned by an 
alien peo ple, no t by themselv es, 
wo uld take to o much space. Great 
Britain is no t a demo cracy , bu t 
an empire with insatiable im­ 
perial ambitio ns, which wo uld de­ 
stro y ev ery riv al po wer, if po s­ 
sible, particu larly if it can g et 
the mo ney and the men fro m the 
U. S. to do this fo r them. What 
fo o ls we were! 
It is well that there is a liv ely 
discussio n amo ng intellig ent peo ­ 
ple as to our po ssible participa­ 
tion in another European war. 
My o wn prediction is we will let 
them fig ht it out ov er there. 
J ack London: "War is organ­ 
ized murder.” 
Hiram J ohnson: "War is organ­ 
ized slaughter.” 
France is no jnore a democracy 
than is Great Britain. It changes 
co lo rs so 
often that it is hard to 
keep up in naming it correctly . 
J ust no w it is 
under 
dictator 
Daladier. 
Recently 
its 
people 
were largely Communists. With­ 
in my lifetime it has been under 
an emperor, also a republic. 
Its 
possessions 
in 
Europe, 
Africa, 
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W ASHINGTON — President 
Ro o sev elt may be the deadliest 
enemy o f dictato rs, bu t this week 
he is o pening the do o rs o f the 
White Ho use to o ne o f the mo st 
po werful little dictato rs in 
the 
Western Hemisphere. 
He 
is 
General Anastasio So - 
mo za, President o f Nicarag u a, and 
o ne o f the first Latin American 
dictato rs to upset the free and fair 
electio n , theo ries o f Secretary o f 
State 
Stimso n 
and the United 
States in g eneral. 
Nicarag ua, lo ng u nder the ru le 
o f U. S. Marines, has been care­ 
fully nu rtu red o n the principle o f 
demo cracy . Frank B. Kello g g sent 
in the Marines when Nicarag u a 
failed to liv e up to its law o f no t 
reco g nizing 
rev o lu tio nary presi 
dents. 
Later Henry L. Stimso n 
set up Marine Co rps-superv ised 
electio ns, and the Nicarag u an v o te 
was the freest and fairest in the 
Pan Americas. 
But General So mo za, the man 
who is no w spending the nig ht in 
the White Ho use, kicked all that 
o ut. 
So mo za’s uncle, Ju an B. Sacasa, 
was elected President o f Nicara­ 
g ua during o ne o f 
the 
Marine 
Co rps electio ns. After ho lding the 
electio n, the Marines 
withdrew. 
After they withdrew, General So ­ 
mo za kicked o u t his uncle and be­ 
came president o f Nicarag u a him­ 
self. 
U. S.-Trained 
General 
So mo za 
has 
unique 
qualities as a dictato r, and it may 
be that he learned them v ia the 
United States. 
He o nce so ld au ­ 
to mo biles in Philadelphia end New 
Yo rk, later retu rned to Nicarag u a 
where he trained with the U. S. 
Marines and was pro mo ted by 
them to be head o f the Nicarag u ­ 
an Natio nal Guard. 
As head o f the Gu ard it was a 
simple 
m atter 
to kick o u t his 
Uncle Ju an and send him to Cali 
fo rnia in ex ile. 
General So mo za is g o ing to be 
a dictato r fo r so me time, because 
ju st befo re his term was abo u t to 
ex pire last mo nth, he "persuad 
ed” the co nstitu tio nal assembly to 
dispense with 
po pu lar 
electio ns 
and ex tend his presidential term 
eig ht y ears o r mo re. 
No te—Ho w clo sely So mo za de 
sires to fo llo w the Eu ro pean pat­ 
tern 
is 
no t 
kno wn, 
bu t it is 
kno wn that he recently tax ed his 
treasu ry to 
pu rchase 
$300,000 
wo rth o f Italian rifles, tanks, and 
ammunitio n left o v er fro m the 
Ethio pian campaig n. It is larg ely 
to wo o So mo za away fro m Mus 
so lini that Ro o sev elt is spreading 
himself to entertain the Nicarag u 
an dictato r. 
King Geo rg e In New Yo rk 
President Ro o sev elt has tele­ 
pho ned May o r La Gu ardia asking 
that in welco ming the King and 
Queen o f Eng land to New Yo rk, 
Fio rello 
shall 
make 
a 
speech 
which do es no t call fo r a re­ 
spo nse. 
Reaso n is that the King o nce 
had an impediment in his speech 
This has been larg ely cured, bu t 
Ro o sev elt is anx io us to av o id any 
po ssible chance o f ro y al embar 
rassment. 
Pro g ressiv e Edu catio n 
A g rcu p o f g irls fro m the Dal­ 
to n (pro g ressiv e) scho o l in New 
Yo rk came to Washing to n to stu dy 
g o v ernment. They had "seminar” 
meeting s with two g o v erno rs— 
Lawrence Cramer o f the Virg in 
Islands, and Blanto n Winship o f 
Pu erto Rico . 
Led by a pro fesso r, they g ath­ 
ered first in Cramer’s o ffice. The 
pro fesso r bro ke the ice: "Go v erno r 
Cramer, why are they called the 
Virg in Islands? Because they are 
so far fro m the Isle o f Man?” 
A similar "pro g ressiv e” no te 
was stru ck ip the co nference with 
Winship, who is a So u thern g entle­ 
man with stro ng ideas abo u t chiv ­ 
alry and the fair sex . "Go v erno r 
Winship.” said the pro fesso r, "tell 
us abo u t the birth co ntro l pro blem 
in Pu erto Rico .” 
The g irls leaned fo rward eag er­ 
ly , while Winship 
flushed, 
and 
quickly chang ed the su bject to 
the pro ductio n o f sug ar. 
Danzig Deal 
Best diplo matic info rmatio n re­ 
g arding the tug -o f-war o v er Dan­ 
zig bo ils do wn to this: 
Co lo nel Beck, 
Po lish 
fo reig n 
minister, o rig inally 
had 
ag reed 
with the British and French that 
it was best no t to make an issue 
o v er the Free City , bu t to g iv e it 
to the Germans if necessary . 


Ho wev er, they recko ned witho u t 
the 
Po lish 
army , 
which 
has 
ado pted a po licy o f standing pat. 
Po lish army o fficers believ e that 
if Danzig and a ro adway acro ss 
the Po lish Co rrido r are g iv en to 
Hitler, it will be equiv alent to 
the pro v erbial camel which stu ck 
its head in the tent and then o c­ 
cupied the entire shelter. In o th­ 
er wo rds, it mig ht be a repetitio n 
o f the Su detenland and Czecho ­ 
slo v akia. 
The Po lish army also disag rees 
with Co lo nel Beck and the po li­ 
ticians abo u t Russia, believ ing that 
the So v iet 
army is o ne o f the 
mo st po werfu l in the wo rld and 
an essential ally ag ainst Germany . 
Incidentally , the Po lish 
army 
itself is o ne o f the best in Euro pe 
and in mu ch better po sitio n 
to 
fig ht than the Czechs. 
No te—The Franco -British ap­ 
peasement po licy reg arding Dan­ 
zig u ndo u btedly was the reaso n 
Ro o sev elt did no t mentio n the 
Free City in his peace messag e to 
Hitler. 
Ambassado r Bill Bu llitt 
jumped o n Co lo nel Beck’s train en 
ro u te fro m Lo ndo n and warned 
Ro o sev elt that a Danzig deal was 
in the o ffing .

the farming element o f the co un­ 
try receiv ed natio nal reco g nitio n 
and sug g ests that his 
listeners 
think it o v er. 
Flannag an’s mo v ements hav e a 
do uble sig nificance. First, no tice 
is serv ed o n the Glass-By rd ma­ 
chine in Virg inia that they ’ll hav e 
a fig ht o n their hands nex t y ear to 
co ntro l deleg ates to the Demo ­ 
cratic co nv entio n. By rd, o f co urse, 
wants to be Virg inia’s fav o rite so n *

Seco nd, Flannag an is a clo se 
friend o f Wallace’s, and it may be 
that Henry appro v ed o f the Vir­ 
g inian’s maneuv ering .
